evening. 
Mr. Talbott stated that It was his 


intention to have the booster pump 
under Worsham street bridge which 
puts water into the reservoir started 
tonight an hour earlier in the hope of 
being able to get a higher stand of 
water. 
The booster pump operates 


from midnight until 5 or 6 in the 
morning. These hours are chosen be- 
cause when the pump is In operation 
there is a reduction of pressure ap- 
proximating twenty pounds on the 
south side of the river and it is desir- 
able not to operate the pump during 
the hours of community activity. The 
only complaints which have been re- 
corded from North Danville, enquiry 
at the water department reveals., 
came from Dr. L. L. Vann. whose 
houses are near the reservoir. Coun- 
cilman Guy Walton heard about the 
complaint this morning and took the 
matter up with the superintendent, 
who hopes to remedy the situation by 
prolonging the pumping operation. 
The superintendent's prepared state- 


ment is as follows: 
"The water in the Xorthstde reser- 


voir is low, as is frequently true at 
this season of th* year. The city is 
doing all it physicallycan do without 
inconveniencing the entire city to 
overcome the present low stage Of the 
water on the high points of the north 
side. 
The quality • of the water i 


above suspicion. 
The report as to 


frops. etc.. is not true. The reservoir 
is surrounded by a low concrete wall 
intended to prevent any small insects 
from entering. 
The water supply is 


In this particular far safer than any 
well or spring would be."

CITIZENSHIP FOR INDIANS 


There will be general approval of 


the law enacted by Congress at the 
session recently ended which confer- 
red American citizenship on every In- 
dian born within the territorial limits 
of the United States. 
According to 


Charles H. Burke, commissioner of 
Indian affairs, the new act gives the 
ballot to 125,000 Indians. 
Various 


acts 
of 
Congress 
had 
previously 


granted citizenship to 20,000. 
., 


It may be that among the new ci- 


tizens are some who by reason of 
lack of education are hardly qualified 
to vote intelligently, but they cer- 
tainly cannot be less qualified than 
some of the native white and negro 
citizens. So long as whites and neg- 
roes became citizens automatically by 
virtue of bemg born in this country, 
and by virtue of that alone. It was 
unfair to discriminate against the red 
men. 


It i* interesting to note that the 


granting of citizenship does not re- 
move the restrictions on the land of 
Indians now under government guar- 
dianship, the United States Supreme 
court having held that wardship is 
not inconsistent with citizenship. 


With their property protected and 


their interests looked after by the fed- 
eral government, the conferring of 
citizenship upon them may therefore 
be regarded with unalloyed satisfac- 
tion. 


An injustice has been corrected. 


They, descendants of the original in- 
habitants of America, tlfe first and 
in a sense the only true Americans, 
are given a voice in the management 
of the republic. In view of the ex- 
cellent records of public service that 
have been made by many citizens of 
Indian ancestry it is not to b* douted 
that they will prove worthy of citi- 
zenship.

next to those of railroads as invest- 
ments. 
In some Respects the public 


utility 
bond* have the 
advantage. 


Both the railroads and the public util- 
ities are subject to regultalon by the 
state, but in recent years this regula- 
tion has been more Intelligent and 
more fair to the companies in the case 
of the utilities than with the rails. 
There are, of course, exceptions locally 
but the rule Is a* stated.

thing, the utllties have been wiser in 
handling of their public relations than 
have the railroads, and the customer 
ownership campaigns have been a 
great BUCCCS in furthering these good 
relations. 
It is slgniflcent that the 


corporation which has the largest 
number of stockholders of any organi- 
zation in America is a public utility. 
the American Telephone & Telegraph 
Company. 
Like the railroads, the 


utilties furnish an absolutely essential 
service. We cannot get along without 
telephones, gas or electric light. Every 
year the demand for this kind of serv- 
ice increases. 
There seems to be no 


limit to the expansion of the telephone 
service and continually new uses are 
being found! for electricity in 
the 


house, on the farm and in the shop. 
It is not surprising then that conserva- 
tive investors look with favor on the 
bonds and the preferred stock of well- 
managed companies furnishing this 
service. When there is a long record 
of profitable operation and conserva- 
tive financcing even common stock of 
such companies command an invest- 
ment rating. It is true that some of 
the staates, such as New York and 
New Jersey do not allow savings banks 
to buy first mortgage utility bonds but 
there is no good reason for this dis- 
crimination. It is a relic of the days 
when only government and municipal 
bonds and railroad issues were consid- 
ered good enough for the savings bank 
to Invest in. 
Some of the states are 


more liberal In this respect and their 
number is bound t ogrow. 
Railroad 


bonds of the savings bank class bring 
an artificially high price in many in- 
stances, making it still more advan- 
tageous for the individual investor to 
select ultilties not legal investments, 
but to all practical purposes just as se- 
cure.
